LEFT THE TRACK. 


The San Diego Passenger 
Train Wrecked 


THREE MILES FROM FIRSTSTREET 


Bagrtragremaster W. Doyle Badly 
Hurt—Others Slightly 
Injured. 


The 5:50 r. m. passenger train from 
this city to 8an Diego was wrecked yes­ 
terday when about three miles out from 
the First street depot. As is usual on 
Saturday afternoons the train was well 
filled, ao quite a number of Angoleños go 
down and pass Sunday at the Coronado. 
The train ran along as usual past the 
junction with the Ballona road, and 
when about half-a-mile further along 
tbe first intimation of danger was ex­ 
perienced. 
There was a scrunch­ 
ing soudJ, and then tbe affrighted 
passengers sprang to their 
feet. 
A few seconds later the smoking-car 
toppled over on to its side, throwing its 
inmates off their balance, some of them 
falling very heavily, while the next car, 
known as the day-coach, rocked as if 
about to fall, but kept its balance as the 
train stopped. It appears that the rear 
trucks of the engine left the track, turn­ 
ing around half sideways and knocking 
the baggage car off the track, which in 
turn pulled off the smoker and the day- 
coach. only the Pullman remaining on 
the metals. In this 
manner the 
train ran for about a hundred 
yards before it could be stopped, 
the engine plowing into the ground at 
each revolution, while twisted railB anil 
splintered ties marked the passage of 
destruction. 
As the train came toa 
standstill the baggage-car swayed and 
Baggage-Master William Doyle, who was 
inside, essayed to jump, but was caught 
by the car as it fell and had his arms 
and legs severely crushed. He was the 
only one severely hurt, for although a 
number of the occupanúi of the smoker 
were injured, their hurts are only of a 
temporary nature. One gentleman com­ 
plained of a severe blow to bis head, an­ 
other said that his shoulder was badly 
hurt, and others reported damage, but 
they were all able to take care of them­ 
selves. It was lucky that the day coacb 
and the Pullman kept their balances, for 
they contained a good many ladies who, 
beyond being badly scared, had nothing 
to complain about. 
Poor Doyle was 
taken from beneath the baggage-car as 
soon as possible, and a doctor who was 
on boardSthe train attended to his in­ 
juries until relief could arrive. General 
Freight and Passenger Agent H. B. 
Wilkins, who was on his way to San 
Diego, was in the wrecked train, and 
soon had order restored by his clear­ 
headed actions. He sent in to Los An­ 
geles for a special, which was sent 
out, to which all the passengers were 
transferred and taken back to town. 
The ambulance was waiting at the First- 
street depot when the relief train pulled 
in and Doyle was placed in it and con­ 
veyed to the Sisters’ Hospital for medical 
treatment. 
A construction train was sent to the 
scene and all hands were at once put to 
work building a subsidiary track around 
the torn rails. The workmen labored 
like Trojans and when the night train 
from San Diego came along at 0:40 it 
was enabled to pass by and get into the 
city on time. The company announces 
that all of its trains to-day on the San 
Diego line will run on time as usual.

WniREAS, The present State institu­ 
tions fo? the custody and care of these 
classes of persons are distant over five 
hundred miles away, th us making the 
cost of transportation of those committed 
thereto an intolerable burden, and m ul­ 
tiplying the chances for escape; a rd 
Wumbbas. The growth of the northern 
and eentval portions of this State, has 
rendered the oxisting institutions entirely 
inadequate to the accommodation of 
peraons committed from those sections 
alone, therefore be it 
Resolved, That the establishm ent of a 
B ranch State Insane Asylum, and a 
Branch State Prieon, at or near the city 
o f Loe Angeles, is an im perative neces­ 
sity, and that our Seuators and Repre­ 
sentatives are requested to use every 
means to secure the necessary legislation 
th e re fo r a t the ensuing session of the 
Legislature of the State of California. 
Resolved, That a copy of these resolu­ 
tions b * transm itted to th e Senators and 
R epresentatives of this section of the 
State in the Legislature of the State of 
California. 
TUB NEW CHARTER. 
W hereas, The present Charter of the 
city of Los Angeles was adopted in 1875, 
when oar population was small and our 
municipal needs sim ple; and 
W hbbeas, The rapid growth and de­ 
velopment of this city has caused a corre­ 
sponding increase and com plexity in our 
municipal affairs; and 
W h b b e a s , The present Charter is en­ 
tirely inadequate in its provisions to 
m eet oar present exigencies, and many 
and great abuses flourish in our midst 
for want of corporate authority to deal 
with and rectify th em ; and 
W h b b e a s , Our increase and advance 
m ent continue at such a rate that to wait 
for the next United States census would 
cause the aforesaid municipal limitations 
and the abases consequent thereon to be­ 
come an intolerable bu rd en; and 
W h b r k a s, A new Charter suited to 
cor present and prospective needs has 
been carefully compiled by a Board of 
Freeholders elected for th a t purpose, and 
after fall consideration and discussion of 
Ike same it was adopted by popular vote 
at a special election called for that pur­ 
pose on thQ 2lst day of October, 1888; 
therefore be it 
Reseleed, That we press upon our Sen­ 
ators and Representatives in the Legis­ 
lature of this State, the necessity of 
immediate legislation for the passage of 
oar new Charter, and request them to 
■se their best efforts to get the same en­ 
acted as early in the session as possible. 
EXPOSITIONS AT LONDON AND PARIS. 
W h e r e a s , This Board of Trade recog­ 
nises the fact that 
the proposed ex­ 
hibits in London, England, and Paris, 
France, of the products of the country 
will be of great advantage to our State 
in general, and Southern California in 
particular; and 
W h b b b a s , The expense attending these 
exhibits will necessarily be large, and 
m ast be fnlly sufficient for the succesB of 
■aid exhibits; and 
W h e r e a s , Southern California w ill in

K0RK8TRT AND WATBB HHKDB. 
W h b b e a s , The preservation of the 
springs and stream s is of vital and para­ 
m ount importance to the citizens of 
California, both for irrigation and do­ 
m estic use, and 
W h b b e a s, The integrity of the water 
supply depends upon the protection of 
the trees and brush on our mountain 
w ater sheds, w ithout which covering 
floods and torrents m ust alternate with 
destructive droughts, therefore be it 
Resolved, That the Los Angeles Board 
of Trade endorses the active and earnest 
work of the State Board of Forestry, 
in the protection of our mountain water­ 
sheds, under defective law s; and 
Resolved, T hat the State Legislature is 
especially requested to give a liberal 
support to the new Forestry Experim ent 
Stations, which aie already greatly en­ 
couraging tree planting throughout the 
State, and which, if properly supported, 
will prove not only instructive aids to 
tree plasters, but beautiful places of re­ 
sort.

Resolved, That this Board of Trade 
urges upon the United States Post.'fliee 
Department the immediate establish­ 
ment of a postoffice station on North 
Main street, at or near the site of the 
old post office, or at some other con­ 
venient place near the business center 
of this city: and 
Resolved, That we request our Senators 
and Representatives in Congress to use 
their utmost efforts to secure for us this 
needed relief without delay. 
THE SEWER SYSTEM. 
To the Honorable the Mayor and Council 
of the City of Los Angeles: 
W h e b k a s, The population of this city 
is continually and rapidly increasing, 
and, outside the small area drained by 
the present sew jr system, the num ber of 
cesspools and vaultB are constantly mul­ 
tiplying and impregnating the soil with 
filth and the seeds of disease; and 
W h b b b a s, If the soil of this city is 
once allowed to become saturated with 
sewerage, it m ust affect the death rate 
disastrously for many years to come, and 
prove an irremediable in ju ry ; and 
W h b b e a s, The healthfulne98 of the 
city is one of its most m aterial ad van 
tages, therefore, be it 
Resolved, That a comprehensive sys­ 
tem of sewerage, arranged with refer­ 
ence to both present and future needs, 
for not leBB thau 300,000 inhabitants, is

Board upon this same subject was laid 
before the City Council of this city on 
July 2, 1888, and no action has as yet 
been taken thereon ; therefore be it 
Resolved, That it is, in the opinion of 
this Board, em inently necessary that an 
office of Inspector of Buildings be cre­ 
ated, and that a suitable person be ap­ 
pointed to fill the sam e; and 
Resolved, That no person should bo 
allowed to erect any building within the 
corporate limits of this city until he or 
she has filed a statem ent with said In­ 
spector of Buildings, setting forth the 
name of the owner, the location, size, 
height, construction, cost and intended 
nse of any building proposed to be 
erected, and obtained a perm it from that 
officer for the erection of the sam e; and 
Resolved, That we urge upon the City 
Council the need of im mediate action in 
the m atter, and ask that the necessary 
ordinances be enacted without delay.

SEWERAGE- 
Dollhfrallnn* cf the Sewer C«mmll- 
t r e Y e t t r r d n y . 
The Sewer Committee met yesterday 
afternoon again to consider the proposi­ 
tions for taking care of the sewage out­ 
side of the city limits. Tart oí the com­ 
mittee had visited a samplo filter bed 
constructed by Mr. J. C. Daly during 
the morning. Mr. Daly was present at 
the meeting, as also was Mr. Snyder, the 
representative of the Pacific (Sewage 
Company. 
Mr. Daly submitted a proposition in 
writing agreeing to take care of the sew­ 
age at several points on the city’s bound­ 
ary, free of cost to the city if he was given 
a contract for fifty years. He also agreed 
to take the sewage in ninety days. 
Mr. Snyder, on behalf of the Pacific 
Sewage Company offered to furnish 
three sets of filter beds after the West 
style for $50.000 and to take care of the 
sewage for $10,000 a year. When ques 
tinned he said that he wonld build one 
filter bed for $25,000 and give the Coun­ 
cil the 
right to 
test 
it for 
Six months before paying for it, and if 
b it one filter bed was used the price per 
year for taking care of «he sewage would 
ba but $3 333K per year. He also offered 
to build the filter beds and take care of 
the sewage for nothing if the city would 
Íive him a franchise for 50 years. Mr. 
'aly said he was prepared to furnish 
bonds in any amount to carry out his 
contract. 
It was suggested that it be recom­ 
mended that the proposal of the Pacific 
Sewage Company as amended be ac­ 
cepted and that a contract be drawn in 
accordance therewith. 
Mr. Threlkehl said he did not think 
much of trying experiments and he 
favored the building of an ontfail to the 
sea.Captain Barrett tnought that the peo­ 
ple would not vote for the amount of 
Donds which an outfall would require. 
It was suggested that Mr. Daly’s prop­ 
osition was to take care of the sewage for 
nothing, bnt Mr. Wilson said that the 
Pacific Sewage Company had also come 
down to the same basis, offering to take 
care of it for nothing if a franchise was 
given it for fifty years. He also thought 
that the Pacific Sewage Company hav­ 
ing been in the field first should’be en 
titled to more consideration. 
Mr. Threlkeld would not join with 
Messrs. Barrett. Wilson, Humphreys and 
Shafer in recommending the acceptance 
of the Pacific Sewage Company’s prop­ 
osition and it was decided to recommend 
that a contract be drawn with the Pacific 
Sewage Company satisfactory to the 
Council and to the Company. 
COMPROMISED. 
Tk« «¿oyencehc « Itlldrcn to be ttent 
to School. 
A suit that might have furnished some 
interesting developments was compro­ 
mised before Judge Clark yesterday. It 
was a settlement of the application of 
John Goyeneche for the custody of his 
two small minor children. Goyeneche 
is a Frenchman who has passed the 
prime of life. Some thne ago he was 
divorced from his wife, who is a good- 
looking woman some years his junior. 
She has since been remarried and is at 
present living contentedly with her new 
husband,who has acted as a model father 
to her little boy and girl by Goyeneche. 
The latter disliking to see his offspring 
paternized by another, took steps to 
have the children placed in his custody. 
The mother objected and was prepared 
to fight the case. All the parties inter­ 
ested were in court yesterday with their 
attorneys, and the caBe was about to 
proceed, when the woman’s attorney, 
rather than go through with the worry 
and expense of along trial, proposed a 
compromise, which was accepted. By 
this agreement the children are to be 
placed in school, the mother tearing the 
expenses of the girl’s education, and the 
father that of 
the boy’s. 
Both 
shall 
be privileged to visit the 
children at school as often as the rules 
permit, and on each alternate Saturday 
the father shall be permitted to take 
them to his home, and the next Satur­ 
day the mother shall have the same 
privilege. The only hitch in making the 
agreement was in the father insisting 
that both should be put in a Catholic 
school, he being a member of that faith; 
the mother would not agree to this, how­ 
ever, and finally it was decided that the 
mother should select a school for the girl 
and the father for the boy, where each 
shall remain until the further order of 
the court.

THE MEW BRIDGES. 
How They «re ProgrcaalB s-Tour 
off Invpectton. 
The members of the Council who have 
succeeded in engineering through the 
scheme by which the city gets four 
bridges for just about the cost of one, 
feel pretty good over the result of their 
efforts. A H e r a l d reporter accompanied 
Captain Barrett and Councilman Hanley 
yesterday afternoon, together with As­ 
sistant City Surveyor Roach, when they 
went on a tour of inspection to see how 
the work was progressing. 
The old First-street bridge is now erect 
in its new location across the river at 
Ninth street. Work upjn it is not quite 
finished, but before long it will be able 
to take traffic and will tend greatly to 
develop an important quarter of the city. 
It serves for the purpose of a new bridge 
for a locality which has not had the 
means of crossing the river, and although 
it has seen a number of years’ of service 
it is still ready to stand’ ten or twelve 
more. The east bank of the river will 
be dyked by the Salt Lake road, and it also 
provides the approach on that side. 
The construction of the bulwark all along 
the east bank of the river,which is a part 
of the price of the new road’s franchise, 
and the construction of the bridgeB at 
Ninth and at Seventh streets is a matter 
of vast consequence to the property 
owners of that part of the city. 
At Seventh street a combination iron 
and wood bridge is in process of con­ 
struction, the iron caissons which form 
the piers having been sunk and filled 
with concrete. This is the Cushing 
patent. A number of piles are driven 
26 feet into the sand of the riverbed to 
the low-water level. These are girded 
together by a heavy iron caisson extend­ 
ing down around them for ten feet, and 
up ten feet out of the water. The whole 
is then made solid by a mass of concrete 
which fills in between the pilos and 
practically makes a huge stone post. 
The materials for the Seventh-street 
bridge? are many of them now on hand, 
and the work will probably be finished 
in a little over a month. 
The First-street and Dowuey-avenue 
bridges are to be of solid iron resting 
on 
the 
same 
form of 
piers 
as are used at Seventh street. 
These are to be constructed on a scale 
commensurate with the large amount of 
trallic which they are destined to hear in 
the near future. On each side of the 
river there will he long viaducts high 
enough to allow the two railroads, the 
Santa Fe on the west bank and the Salt 
Lake on the east bank, to pass under­ 
neath. The total length of each will be 
over 1,100 feet, including the two ap­ 
proaches, each 240 feet, the viaduct over 
ihe Santa Fe cf 310 feet, the briOg* over 
the river of 300 feet, and the viaduct 
over the Utah road of sixty feet. The 
cost of each will be somewhere in the 
neighborhood of $70,000. The materials 
for their construction are now on their 
way here, and the two thoroughfares will 
be open to the public some time before 
the first of April. 
The funds to carry out this undertak­ 
ing—the building of four bridges—are 
supplied partly by the city and partly by 
the various corporations which will he 
benefited by their construction. The 
Santa Fe road pays $25.000 for the two 
viaducts over its rails, the cable 
road gives $40,000 for tne privil­ 
ege of running its track 
over 
the 
First 
street 
and 
Downey 
bridges. The Salt Lake road in the 
money it pays and the part it takes in 
the construction bears about $2.5,000 of 
the expense. For its share the city puts 
up $60,600, or just about the cost of a 
good new bridge. Thus for an outlay of 
less than seventy thousand dollars Ixjb 
Angeles gets four new bridges, making a 
total within the city limits of eight cross­ 
ings to the river where there were for­ 
merly only five. The fact that two of 
these new bridges have viaducts crossing 
all railroad tracks is of considerable im­ 
portance to those who drive about the 
city for pleasure.

T^o lar7o excursions and a uutnber of 
small parties will arrive in Los Angeles 
during th* coming week. Messrs. Geo. 
Cotteral A Co. have dropped out of Ihe 
business, this being expected on account 
of the action ef the Union Pacific. Up 
to about three months ago all of the ex­ 
cursion business over the Union Pacific 
to and from California was operated by 
Messrs. Cotteral, but the profit assumed 
such vast dimensions that the company 
determined to take the business into its 
own hands.

FREIGHT Ra t es. 
u 
Im portant 
U ndem anding: 
Amonir tlie R ailroads. 
An important arrangement regarding 
freight has been made between the man­ 
agers of the railroads all over the 
country. Shippers are too well aware of 
the fact that at the recent meeting of the 
Transcontinental Convention at Chicago 
the freight rates received an advance 
nearly all around, amounting to about 
20 per cent, difference on the old tariff. 
The or.ly reason given out was that the 
railroads wanted more revenue, but it 
now seems that it was compulsory as far 
as the lines were concerned. A H erald 
man was given the facts regarding the 
situation 
yesterday. 
It 
appears 
that lor the last twelve months 
scarcely a railroad in the country, 
especially west |of 
the 
Missouri 
River, has been working to a profit. 
The representatives of the transconti­ 
nental railroads, after due debate, there­ 
fore decided that it wonld take an ad­ 
vance of 20 per cent, on the old rates 
before they could operate to advantage, 
and that was why the fiat went forth. 
But that is not all that was done. They 
agreed to strictly adhere to the rates 
quoted in the new tariff, and also to keep 
up their local rates to the same advance, 
so the year of 1889 will mean higher 
freight rates in every' direction, and con­ 
sequently higher prices to consumers. 
The Southwestern railroads will adopt 
the same plan of defense. Chairman 
Midgeley, of the Southwestern Associa­ 
tion, is hard at work arranging a settle­ 
ment which will cortainly be accepted by 
«11 the roads, and a higher freight tariff 
will then be issued and strictly ad­ 
hered to.

THE STATED RAILROADS. 


KILLED BY THE “FLYER.” 
A UlRtrehsIng Acldent at South 
C iicam onia. 
At 9 o’clock yesterday morning the 
Colton flyer bound for Los Angeles over 
the Southern Pacific’s track struck and 
instantly killed Thomas Witheredge at 
South Cucamonga. The deceased, who 
was about 50 years of age and almost 
deaf, wae in a two-horse wagon and had 
stopped by the side of the water tank 
with the team while a friend of liis went 
for the mail. For some unknown reason 
he started up to cross the track and from 
his position at the side of the tank could 
not see that the flyer was approaching. 
As bad luck would have it he 
was very deaf and 
the shrill 
whistle that the engineer sent forth as 
he saw the heads of the horses appear 
on the track was useless. 
The train, 
which was running almost at full speed, 
struck the wagon right in the centre, 
killing both horses and man instantly, 
and reducing the vehicle to kindling- 
wood. Those who were present say that 
it was a sickening sight. 
One of the 
horses was torn almost to pieces, and 
the whole side of the locomotive and 
baggage car was covered with blood. 
The headlight of the locomotive was 
knocked off and the steps of the first 
car torn away, but beyond this no 
damage was done to thq train. The 
Coroner at San Bernardino was at once 
notified of what had occurred, and when 
some one suggested that Withoredge’s 
remains be cleared up before his friend* 
saw him, the man who was with him 
said, “ He has no friends.” 
The inquest was held soon after noon 
and the jury returned a verdict com­ 
pletely exonerating the railroad company 
and its employes.

The Report off the Coiumlasiloncri- 
Kome Polutera. 
The advance sheets of the annual re­ 
port of the Railroad Commissioners are 
ready, and convey some very interesting 
information. 
The report shows that 
there are thirty-oue companies in the 
8tato, seven narrow-gauge and twenty- 
four broad-gauge, the mileage being 453 
and 2,988, respectively ; a total of 3,441. 
Thirty-four roads were incorporated in 
the State during the past year, twenty- 
one of which are in Los Angeles and San 
Diego counties. The total mileage added 
during the past, year was 341.36; 232 
miles being constructed by tbe Southern 
Pacific, 85H by the Santa Fe, and 23 
by the San Francisco and North Pacific. 
The property accounts show that the 
average per mile is $85,633 50. The 
number of overland passengers arriving 
in and departing from the State by the 
Southern Pacific to December 1st was 
170,959; total West, 99,970; total East, 
70,989. a difference in favor of the West 
of 28,982. The total number of railroad 
employees in the State is given at 
17.085, 12,845 being employed by the 
Southern Pacific, 1,200 by the California 
Pacific, 776 by the Atlantic and Pacific, 
and 770 by the Santa Fe.

Ocean Steam er Sank—Valuable 
Cargo Lost—Indianapolis

was sunk this afternoon in a collision off 
North Point with the German Lloyd 
steamer Main, Captain Jaiger, which 
was coming from Bremen. The Montana 
was struck full in the side and sunk in a 
few m inutes. Chief Engineer Robert M. 
Young was killed, but the rest of the 
crew were transferred to the Main. 
The 
latter vessel was struck in the side. The 
Montana was valued at $360,000, and her 
cargo was worth nearly as much more.

W e know little of Mr. Joseph Neuman, 
b ut we suspect that he is a very enter­ 
prising as well as public spirited citizen. 
H aving succeeded in getting an appropri­ 
ation of $2,500 from Congress to enable 
him to catch on to the habitat and idio- 
syncracies of the wild native silk worm 
of California, he is now after another 
appropriation of $25,000 to enable him to 
establish observatory stations to watch 
the said wild worm, predicting untold 
wealth as the result of his occultation 
w ith this creature of th e woods. Almost 
any one of us would be willing to attend 
to a red-horned rhinoceros on the same 
principies. 
We don’t know who Joseph 
Neuman is, but his tactics remind us 
rem arkably of the able and versatile Paul 
Neuman, of happy memory. 
Whoever 
he is, be possesses either gall or genius 
in signal measure—perhaps both. 


W e a r e informed b y real estate men 
th a t there is a great dem and ja6t now 
for small tracts of land for truck garden­ 
ing purposes. There is a large class of 
people now coming to Los Angeles who 
are willing to engage in truck raising, 
and who would gladly lease ten, twenty 
and thirty-acre tracts for a term of years. 
Strange to say, it is difficult to get such 
lanus in quantities to suit, and yet there 
are immense areas of moist soil in this 
county on which industrious men could 
not only make a living, but accumulate 
competencies. We could name a dozen 
ranchos, like the Cerritos and Alamitos, 
which could be either subdivided and 
•old or leased to those desirous of culti­ 
vating them . 
It would be far better for 
the owners of these lands to place them 
on the m arket or lease them , thns help­ 
ing to release us from dependence abroad 
and enhancing the value of their prop­ 
erties. 


T h e 
H e r a l d ’s suggestion that 
the 
tim es of paying the city and county taxes 
should be so changed that they should 
fail due at removes of six months from 
each other m eets with great favor on all 
hands. 
This is the least shape the 
rem edy ought to take. Many citizens 
who have to bear the burdens of main­ 
taining the tax-eatere insist that the 
taxes ought to be paid quarterly. Our 
representatives at Sacram ento have a 
capital opportunity to make themselves 
popular by formulating a law making 
th is change. 
The difficulty experienced 
in paying State and county taxes this 
year shows th a t another great conveni­ 
ence to our people wonld be the estab­ 
lishm ent, when taxes accrue, of branch 
departm ents of th e Tax Collector’s office 
in Santa A na, Pom ona and even in East 
Loe Angeles. This would be a sensible 
im provem ent on present methods and a 
great saving of tim e and labor to the 
taxpayer. 


T h e police of the city of Chicago are 
a high and mighty body of men. 
While 
the Anarchists are a great nuisance and 
ought to be held within the lim its of the 
law, it is a question a9 to w hether the 
polico, in its treatm ent of these cranks, 
has not all along proved itself the more 
lawless elem ent of the two. 
The riglitB 
of assembling, petitioning, and openly 
bearing arm s are dear to the American 
people and should not be wantonly in­ 
fringed. They are written in the organic 
law of the United States. A free press 
is the very breath of life ef American in­ 
stitutions, and free speech is dearer than 
any other earthly possession to the right- 
thinking citizen. 
W ithin the past two 
months the right of holding meetings in 
public halls has been practically denied 
in Chicago. 
People who had a perfect 
right to hire a hall and spout in it to 
their hearts’ content have been as arbi­ 
trarily dispersed as were ever body of 
patriots in Paris under Louis Napoleon, 
or in Russia under the Tzars. Not con­ 
tent with dispersing visionaries, who 
should be left to talk themselves to 
death, these high and mighty potentates 
have lately tried their hand at muzzling 
the press. 
Swarms of venal and un­ 
scrupulous detectives, probably most of 
them blackmailers of the deepest dye, 
get up cock-and-bull stories of conspira­ 
cies, and on these the laws are sus­ 
pended, and something infinitely worse 
than martial rule is inaugurated. 
We 
are very much m istaken, or a fine school 
of despotism is being established in Chi­ 
cago, and the sooner it is crashed out the 
better. The late attem pt to intimidate 
the Times will probably result in some 
lim it being put to the arrogance of offi­ 
cials who have grown too big for their 
boots, and who seem to regard them- 
selveB above both the law and public 
opinion.

I t is in these days that we hear a 
great deal about the revival of the Mon 
roe doctrine, and it is somewhat unfor­ 
tunate that we are not in a condition to 
lend greater dignity to it by a well- 
equipped navy. Even when it was orig­ 
inally formulated by Fresident Monroe, 
we were in a far better trim than now, 
although the United States was then a 
mere infant in resources and population 
compared to its present status. 
We had 
then just emerged from a war with Great 
Britain in which we had worsted that 
doughty bully of the seas, and had a 
prestige on the ocean second to that of 
no nation on earth. Several tim es since 
we were in a commanding position, and 
notably so at the close of the rebellion, 
when a hint of the Monroe doctrine 
from Mr. Seward brought about the de­ 
parture yjf 
the French troops 
from 
Mexico and the collapse of the Maxi­ 
milian emDire. At th a t date the moni­ 
tors had revolutionizsd the whole science 
of naval warfare, and the nations of 
Europe had not had tim e to remodel 
their arm am ents to suit the new depar­ 
ture. Since then they have advanced and 
we have retrograded. 
Senator Sherman 
has lately appeared in the r«'»le of Jingo, 
probably to head off Jim Blaine. 
If he 
will only persuade his party associates 
to back up his patriotic talk with solid 
work on making guns and ships the 
American 
people 
will heartily Bay 
amen. 


Los A n g e l e s c o u n t y in 1880 ranked 
fifth among the fifty-two counties in the 
State in population. 
San Francisco, Ala 
medu, Sacramento and Santa Clara out­ 
ranked us. In 1886 Los Angeles ranked 
third in population, being exceeded by 
only San Francisco and Alameda. 
Sac­ 
ram ento and Santa Clara had been out­ 
stripped in the race for supremacy. In 
1888 our county stood second, only San 
Francisco city and county outranking us, 
Alaineda,which held her second place up 
to 1886, being now relegated to third 
rank. 
San Francisco will have to look 
out for her laurels. 
This county has 
nearly 200,000 people and will soon have 
double that number. 
In property valua­ 
tion the growth of Los Angeles has been 
even greater than in population. In 18S0 
this county stood sixth in rank. She was 
surpassed by San Francisco, Alameda, 
Santa Clara, San Joaquin and Sacra­ 
mento. In 1885 Los Angeles county had 
risen to fifth plaoe, Sacram ento falling 
back one notch. 
By 1888, Los Angeles 
county in her great development, hud 
gone perm ltu/« to the second place, all 
the other counties excepting San F ran­ 
cisco having fallen behind her. 
She 
therefore 
now stands in the second 
rank in both 
population and 
prop­ 
erty 
value. 
The 
vote 
of 
this 
county in 1880 was 6,085, and in 1888 it 
was 25,284, an increase of 19,198 in the 
eight years. This is the actual vote 
cast. The registered vote of the county 
on the second day of last October was 
over 30,000, with perhaps 5,000 voters in 
the county who did not register for the 
reason that they couid not vote, not hav­ 
ing been in the State th e full year re­ 
quired by law. 


T he tolerably well-authenticated fact 
that the Union Pacific Railway is about 
to extend its road through Loe Angeles 
to tidewater at San Pedro is the most 
important development we have had in 
Loe Angeles for years past. 
It has only 
been paralleled twice in oar history, viz., 
when the Sunset roate was inanguratéü 
from Los Angeles to New Orleans and 
the Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe 
bought the Southern Pacific’s road from 
Mojave to the Needles, thus indicating 
that it too intended to make Los Angeles 


T h e press of San Francisco without re­ 
gard to party is unanimous in dem and­ 
ing the continuance of legislation look­ 
ing to the exclusion of Chinese labor. 
By a general concensus of th e press and 
people of this Coast it is better to suffer 
a temporary inconvenience to the special 
interests affected than to surrender the 
legislation which will shortly make uu a 
homogeneous people, with the Mongol ele­ 
m ent left out. A farm er in the up country 
put the proposition very neatly when he 
said that we would soon have plenty of 
white labor in California when Cauca­ 
sian laborers were treated like white 
men. One bad effect of the employ­ 
m ent of Chinamen on farm s and orchards 
has been to provide no hom e comforts for 
the white laborer, in m any instances. 
He is expected to shift for himself, and 
to tuck himself up in some convenient 
corner in his blankets. 
The creation of 
the genus tram p in California is dis­ 
tinctively 
owing 
to 
this 
practice, 
though 
it 
was 
also 
an 
out­ 
growth 
to 
some 
extent 
of 
the 
nomadic habits of the adventurous men 
of ’49. In the Eastern States, though a 
farm hand’s wages are low, he is treated 
as a member of the household, and com­ 
fortable accommodations enter into his 
contract of service. 
This is a difficulty 
which will regulate itself with the disap­ 
pearance of John Chinam an. The repeal 
of the Chinese Exclusion law, or the 
failure to re-enact it, would bring about 
a race war compared to which the trou­ 
bles between the w hites and blacks of 
the South would be a mere bagatelle.

“ Are you through here now?” was 
asked. 
“ Yes, and I leave this afternoon for 
Cleveland, Ohio. 
“ W hat is the nature of your business 
in Cleveland?” 
At this question Mr. Cavener smiled 
and said:

A n n A r b o r . January 5.—Persons in­ 
terested in the Electric Sugar Refining 
Company frauds, at New York, have 
been in consultation with attorneys here 
for several days past. 
The President 
of the company has been here aud met 
Mrs. Friend, the Howards and Hol- 
steads, all of whom live at Milan, this 
State. 
Mrs. Friend’s attorney says there 
was no intentional fraud, but th at the 
company expected more than was prom ­ 
ised. 
She says the company was to 
furnish money to equip the refinery for 
refining sugar by “ F riend’s Secret Pro­ 
cess.” 
The company alleges th at the refining 
as to be done from sugar cane. 
This 
she cannot do. The contract her hus­ 
band made was to reline the sugar at 80 
cents a ton or sell out his stock and secret 
for $250.000 after everything was run­ 
ning. The company has been running 
five years and put in over $300,000, but 
no sugar has yet been refined for the 
market. Mrs. Friend says the company 
is trying to force from her another secret 
by which she makes a superior article of 
sugar from grapes. 
Instead of getting 
the secret their contract calls for, this 
last secret she refuses to divulge for any 
amount. 
No arrests have been made 
and none even threatened by the com­ 
pany’s agent, who returned to New York 
W ednesday. 
Mrs. Friend is the only 
one of the party interested iu the trans­ 
action, the others being merely em ­ 
ployees. 


THE HOME OF MRH. FR IEN D . 


M i l a n , 
Mich., 
January 
5.—Mrs. 
Friend’s elegant home, half a mile east 
of here, was deserted this morning. 
At 
the house of W. E. Howard, Mrs. How­ 
ard was found just setting out to join her 
husband and daughter, Mrs. Friend, at 
Ann Arbor. 
She is a sharp-eyed, brainy 
old lady, with a determ ination not to 
give away what she knows farther than 
to say that if the New Yorkers have 
broken open tbe electric sugar refinery 
they have lost all th eir rights and th at it 
would be all well if the process had been 
lost when Friend died last March : also 
that she is sure Howard and Mrs. Friend 
are able to take care of themselves. 
Since the opening of the sugar business 
the Howards and the Friends have cut a 
big swath here, building elegant houses 
and living as gentlemanly farmers with 
princely incomes from some source uot 
generally understood, chough not without 
a taint of suspicion. They bought the 
best, lived high, drove elegant equipages 
and traveled much between here and 
New York. 
The village was greatly ex­ 
cited, hut not a whit surprised. 


DOUBTS AS TO FRIEN D ’S DKATU. 
N ew Y o r k , January 5.—The leading 
topic among the brokers and business 
men down town is the great expoeé of 
the late 
Professor 
Friend’s Electric 
Sugar Refining Company. 
Secretary 
Robertsou, of tbe defunct concern, was 
nearly paralyzed by a well known Wall- 
Btreet man asKing him for ten shares, 
offering him $10 each for them . Robert­ 
son told the man the shares were worth­ 
less. The man insisted, and the sale 
was effected. The purchase is tor the 
purpose, it is said, of “ squeezing” How­ 
ard when caught. 
Howard is the man 
who swore before a notary public that he 
had seen the “ Professor” refine raw 
sugar by elecricity. 
It is now hinted 
that Friend is not dead at all. There 
has not been anybody found so far who 
has seen his corpse. 
H is death is said 
to have occurred two days before the 
blizzard of last M arch. 


PRESIDENT COTTRELL TALKS. 
Ann A r b o r , M ich., January 5.—Presi­ 
dent Cottrell, of the Electric Sugar Re­ 
finery, was found at the Islangton this 
morning. 
He says the report that he is 
here to procure the arrest of Mrs. Friend 
is news to him . 
He cannot talk to the 
press now, but promises developments 
in a few days. 
He denounces the claim 
made by Mrs. Friend that the contract 
with her does not specify raw cane sugar, 
but only cane sugar, as an uumitigated 
falsehood. The process is far too expen­ 
sive to place ou the market. There is no 
question, he Bays, that the product is 
finer than that produced by any known 
process, aud would sell 
better than 
ordinary refined 
sugar if 
it could 
be 
made 
from 
the 
raw 
sugar. 
The deception 
consists in 
manipu­ 
lating refined sugar, instead of refining 
sugar by the new process. 
On behalf of 
Mrs. Friend, the claim is made that Prof. 
Friend invented two distinct processes, 
one for making a superior article of sugar 
from refined sugar, the other for m aking 
it from grapes, and the latter is worth 
millions. 
President Cottrell pronm nces 
this a humbug, but says if there is any­ 
thing in the grape process the company 
is entitled to it. 


WARRANTS SWORN OUT IN ENGLAND. 


L i v e r p o o l , Jauuary 5.—Shares of the 
Electric Sugar Refining Company have 
fallen to thirty shillings. 
W arrants have 
been issued for the apprehension of M rs. 
Friend and her step-father, W. E . How­ 
ard, who was a Director of the company, 
and had charge of affairs at tho factory 
at Brooklyn. 


NO CRIMINAL ABl’KCT, 


D e t r o i t , January 
5.—There is no 
criminal aspect in the Electric Sugar 
Refinery case so far as it has developed 
here. President Cottrell has been mak­ 
ing strenuous efforts to settle with tbe 
Friends, who will not give up unless 
they get a big boodle. They stiil insist 
that their process is exactly what the 
contract calls for. 
A Journal reporter 
has seen the contract and it makes 
no mention of manufacturing sugar 
from raw m aterial. 
The m9n who 
pose as dupes confess this. 
The whole 
thing has been precipitated by the Eng­ 
lish stockholders. 
Cottrell and others 
who got the Englishmen to subscribe 
now want control. 
Mrs. Friend and 
Howard own a majority of the stock and 
the alleged secrets. 
The only way the 
dupes can determine whether or not they 
have been duped is to get control. 
Mrs. 
Friend is too sharp to be frightened into 
giving up any secrets.

Lot Angeles is not satisfied with being 
the banner Republican county of the 
State (.it ia admitted to have that distinc­ 
tion), bnt it ambitiously demanda that 
it «ball be considered the foremost 
county in almost every other 
P e ­ 
licular. 
Its 
“glorious 
climate” 
is 
vorv productive; 
so much so that 
from it and bv it have been built 
cities, towns, railroads, homes, ami for 
many months it very successfully sup­ 
ported that most exhaustive of modern 
products—a “ boom." The last was too 
much, and was gotten lid of as soon as 
possible. There was naturally a consid­ 
erable shock when that tinancial tumor 
was excised from the economic IkkIv of 
the county; but it was felt only momen­ 
tarily, and there 
was no cessation 
from development, progress and cli­ 
mate worship. 
There is none now, 
people are coming in every day by hun­ 
dreds ; new buildings are going up as fast 
as bricks can be laid and mortar mixed : 
railroad building is especially active; the 
demands of commerce are such that the 
further improvement of San Pedro har­ 
bor has become an absolute necessity. 
To 
show 
what 
is claimed 
for 
the 
city 
of 
bos 
Angeles 
is 
based 
on 
irrefutable 
facts, 
some 
figures may be given. For instance, 
there are new buildings being erected in 
the citv, the aggregate cost of which will 
be $7,200,426, divided as follows: Public 
buildings, county, city and 
Federal, 
$1,018,000; theateis and society build­ 
ings, 
$44».000; 
churches, 
$114,600; 
boüools, $120,50o; depot and transit com­ 
pany’s ouildings, $365.000; charitably in­ 
stitutions, $60,000. 
What is being expended on residences 
and business bouses can only be estim­ 
ated, as there are no available statistics 
to be had, but it can saielv be said that 
three times the amount given above us 
being interested in public buildings in 
Los Angeles is being expended for homes 
and business blocks. 
But the greatest undertaking is the 
building of the cable road system of the 
city, which, when completed, w ill m a k e 
a connecting number of lines 21 m ile s 
long, and which will cost over $2,000,000. 
In 1887 the real estate transfers for the 
year amounted to$98,084.162. ThiB year 
the total will not exceed $70,000,000, and 
everyone is glad of it. Last year was the 
boom season; Los Angeles had the big 
boom and every town in the eouuty had 
a boomlet. 
The figures look big and 
have a prosperous sound, but there was 
a large portion of the business which had 
absolutely no foundation, wiiich, like the 
proposed towns and corner lots, existed 
only on paper. During the present year 
the sales in the main nave been legiti­ 
mate, and the lt.nd and lots transferred 
were immediately improved. 
The total county assessment this year 
amounted to $107,757,803; last year it 
was $99,416,402. But there is little oc­ 
casion to cite such figures; everyone 
who has heard of Los ADgeles at all has 
heard of its wonderful development. 
About Pasadena volumes not only could 
be, but have been written. 
Pasacinna 
has now a population of at least 20,000; 
it has a hotel (the Raymond) of a world­ 
wide reputation; it has electric lights, 
numerous 
street car lines, an opera 
house which rivals any theater in the 
state. 
It 
is 
purely 
a 
city 
of 
homes, 
and 
the 
moRt 
beautiful, 
^ 
luxurious homes in the State. Half oi 
sr‘ 
the people have nothing to do but to spend 
their money, and the other half assist 
them to do it. 
There are stores, hanks, 
hotels, and everything but a saloon, con­ 
ducted on as large a scale as any in Los 
Angeles, and all doiug a good business. 
Just to the south, in fact, almost adjoin­ 
ing Pasadena, is another city of homes, 
Alhambra, which is only second to Pasa­ 
dena in its magnitude. 
The same pro­ 
gress, the same presence of metropolitan 
comforts and luxuries, might he made 
the subject of columns of matter about 
Pomona, Santa Ana, Anaheim, Santa 
Monica (where the Soldiers’ IIouih is 
located),Long Beach, Monrovia, Orange 
Downey and other charming places. 
The county, to be sure, is greatiy 
aided by the regular winter’s invasion of 
tourists and Eastern climate refugees. 
And on a superficial view it might be 
thought that the bnsiness of the county 
was dependent on these visitors, but 
such a view would be oniy superficial. 
Los Angeles, as an agricultural county, 
can display a remarcable record. 
A 
full half of* all the corn raised ia this 
State is grown in this county, the crop 
this year being in the neighborhood of 
3.000.000 bushels. It is the finest that 
can be grown, grading at the highest 
standard, and the yield frequently aver­ 
ages 100 bushels to the acre. The yield 
of wheat since 1878 has advanced from 
75,000 bushels to over 2,000,000 bushels, 
and this year’s crop is estimated at 
3.000.000 bushels. The bearing vines in 
the county aggregate 17,500 acres, which 
yield about 125,000 tons per annum. 
This year’s vintage is estimated at 2,500,- 
000 gallons and the brandy production at 
1.000.000 gallons. At a low' estimate 
this county has now 2,000,000 orange 
trees and 100.000 lemon trees. Decidu­ 
ous and small fruits form an important 
industry. Cattle grow and hens lay all 
the year. 
Yet there is not enough to eat here. 
The North and the East have to be 
called on for provender, because the 
farms, the dairies and the chicken 
ranches cannot keep pace with the in­ 
crease of population. 
The stationary 
S 
pulation of the county is almost 
),000; on the “ Great Register” are the 
names of 30,336 voters, but the whole 
population may be figured at three or 
or four times that number six months 
out of the year, and it shows no sign of 
cessation. 
There are manufactories springing up 
all over the country. 
Orchards, vine­ 
yards, grain, vegetable aud 
chicken 
ranches are being started, but there is no 
excuse for apprehending an over supply. 
Los Angeles county to-day offers un­ 
rivaled attractions to the capitalist, the 
\ common laborer, the invalid and the 
’ pleasure-eeeker.

Sugar Men Before the Senate 
Finance Committee. 


COHGBKSsIOlUL PROCKKDlSltS. 


Reaegertion of thp Hour up Doctrine 
Great** Considerable Dis­ 
ensión. 


IAssociated i’ruea Disoetehea to the Hib *u >. 
W ashington, January 5 .—The sub­ 
committee of the Senate Finance C oiu 
mittee to-day gave a hearing to a delega­ 
tion interested in the sugar industry in 
Louisiana. 
Mr. Dymond was the 
speaker, and explained that the delega­ 
tion came to ask that the sugar schedule 
as proposed by the Senate Tariff bill be 
modified, on the ground that fifty per 
cent reduction in the duty on sugar 
would ruin the sugar industry, not only 
in the tropical cane of Louisiana, but 
also the beet sugar industry of California 
and the sorghum industry of Kansas. 
The committee took a recess until 4 :30 
this afternoon, when it heard arguments 
from W. L. Parkinson, of Fort Scott, 
Kansas, who appeared in behalf of the 
sorghnm industry of Kansas. 
Parkinson and Representative Peters 
spoke in behalf of the sorghum sugar 
producers in Kansae, asserting that if 
the sugar tariff was undisturbed, busi­ 
ness would be greatly developed in the 
immediate future. They objected to a 
bounty because it was likely to be of only- 
temporary duration. 
Henry C. Minor and Henry McCall, oi 
Louisiana, on behalf of the sugar planters 
of that State, also spoke against the 
bounty system, and pleaded to be left 
under the’ present conditions. 
CALIFORNIANS COMING. 
N ew Y o r k, January 5.—A Washington 
special says Clans Spreckels will arrive 
at Washington to-day. California Con­ 
gressmen say that his coming has noth­ 
ing to do with the question of the sugar 
schedule in the Sena'e tariff bill. They 
say he wants to talk with the Commis­ 
sioner of Agriculture about beet rais­ 
ing and beet sugar in this country. 
The Finance Committee was somewhat 
annoyed to learn that a big delegation of 
California people engaged in sugar rais­ 
ing are on their way East to see that the 
proposed bounty legislation is enacted. 
The committee have heard all the testi­ 
mony they care for on the su-jar questioL. 
The Democratic Senators are very bitter 
in opposition to the proposed bounty and 
insist that it is radically unconstitutional. 
The Republicans of the Finance Com­ 
mittee are practically determined upon 
this point, however, and they intend 
that the duty shall be made to pay the 
bounty. This bounty which they will 
propose is not to continue for a definite 
number of years, but to be announced 
by executive proclamation until such 
time as ILe amount cf sugar produced in 
America shall equal half of the amount 
of sugar imported, when it will cease, ar.d 
the duty increased to a point that will 
make it practically prohibitive.

The flouroe Doctrine DUcuaaed 
Pro and Con. 
W a s h in g t o n , January 5.—In the Sen 
ate to-day Sherman called up the joint 
resolution reported by him yesterday 
from the Committee on Foreign Rela 
tions, declaring the sense of Congress in 
relation to the connection of European 
governments with any interoceanic canal 
and asked that it be passed immediately. 
A brief but very interesting diecussion 
ensued. 
Sherman said the resolution 
was but a reassertion of the Monroe doc­ 
trine. 
Teller said that the ODly objection lie 
had to the resolution was that it was un­ 
timely. 
It should have been adopted 
years ago, when the construction of the 
Panama canal was begun. 
Vest suggested that while favoring the 
resolution, it was intended to have some 
bearing in favor of the Nicaragua Canal 
scheme, to which he was opposed. 
Edmunds, the author of the resolution, 
disclaimed having been influenced by 
any snch ideas. 
a 
Call opposed the resolution as calcu­ 
lated to obstruct a great work of benefi­ 
cence to mankind. 
George regarded the resolution as a 
very important and necessary step. 
Reagan thought the resolution should 
not be pressed to a vote to-day, but 
shonld be considered and debated. Its 
language, he said, was too broad and un­ 
restricted, and claimed that it was an 
unnecessary offense to France. 
Gray coincided with the views ex­ 
expressed by Reagan and said that the 
Government of the United States should 
not, without grave consideration, inter­ 
pose an obstacle to work which would 
advance the civilization of the world. 
Morgan took the view that Congress 
had n o right to tram mel the diplomatic 
action of the Executive by the passage oi 
this joint resolution. If this idea was to 
be expressed by Congress it should be 
in the form of a concurrent resolution 
only. 
. . 
Gherman treated the objection to the 
form of the resolution as more technical 
than important, but was willing to have 
the resolution made a concurrent instead 
of a joint resolution, although he thought 
the latter a better form as binding the 
three branches of the Government. lie 
would like to see all Dations of the w orld 
(but not governments) co-operate iu the 
work of the Panama canal. After further 
discussion the resolution went over till 
Monday and the Tariff bill was taken up. 
Various minor amendments were of­ 
fered to the next few sections, but were 
all rejected by the usual party vote, and 
when paragraph 336, referring to laces, 
etc. was reached the Senate adjourned 
H0 U8E PROCEEDINGS. 
In tlie House the Committee on Indian 
Affairs reported a bill to divide the Sioux 
Indian reservation into separate reserva­ 
tions. Placed on the calendar.

Railroads lnt<-rckt«;d In Preventing 
Its Division. 
W ashington, January 5.—The Com­ 
mittee on Indian Affairs in its report ac 
companving the bill providing for the di­ 
vision of the Sioux reservation, says: The 
Sioux Indians are completely under the 
control of a few arrogant and self-con­ 
ceited chiefs, ami the chiefs are largeh 
under the control of the Northern Pacific 
and Northwestern Railroad Companies 
and a few avaricious white, or squaw 
men, who with a few chiefs are reaping 
large fortunes from the common property 
of their own people. The Northern Pacific 
Railroad Company as we are advised, 
owns large amounts of real estate 
in Dakota that it desires to sell at a 
profitable figure, and if this bill should 
become a law and thereby open up 11,­ 
000 000 acres to settlers at nominal fig­ 
ures compared with prices they ask for 
theirs, the maiket for their lands will be 
closed for many years to come; so there 
will be a mighty power to oppose the bill 
i'he Northwestern Railroad Company, 
running to Pierce on the Missouri river, 
is interested, so we are advised, in 
another road that runs around this 
great reservation to the Black Hills, 
and does all the carrying trade 
for tbis vast section. 
To open up this 
reservation would not only compel the 
Northwestern Railroad to complete its 
own line through to the Black Hills (a 
thing they do not want to do), but will 
force the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. 
Paul and other competing lines through. 
Theiefore they oppose the measure. 
The Committee recommends that the 
bill pa»» and aaks Congress to give these 
Indians all the land they can use and 
teach them that governments are not 
created to support them but to protect 
them, and that like other people they 
maBt work.
